The Gonzaga Exhibition 


On Thursday we went to the Ducal 
Palace in the morning which prepared 
us for the most unusual experience at 
the Palazzo Te in the afternoon. The 
Gonzagas lived in both palaces. The 
exhibit of the Coins of the Gonzaga 
rulers from the fifteenth to the eigh- 
teenth century was just breathtaking. 
First there was a grand explanation of 
the making of coins at that time and 
then the viewers were ushered into the 
exhibit proper. There were cases of 
coins each with a magnifying glass on 
a rod that could be adjusted to the coin 
one wished to examine, and you could 
view each coin with this illuminated 
magnifying glass. There were paintings 
that related to coins from museums 
from the world over. 

There are two very complete cata- 
logues of this exhibit—one of the coins 
and paintings in the exhibit and a 
separate one of the Russian coins and 
paintings that came from the Hermitage 
in St. Petersburg. This exhibit was truly 
a once in a life time blockbuster exhibit, 
with coins from St. Petersburg, Vienna, 
London, Berlin, Monaco, Madrid, 
Venice, Padua, and a good number 
from the ANS. In December all the 
artifacts will go back to their respective 
homes. The visit to Mantua was truly 
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an opportunity to see a very special 
exhibit of coins that will not be viewed

Cruising 


On Sunday the group boarded the 
Costa Classica and we had another guest 
on board, the President of the ANS, 
Mr. Arthur A. Houghton III. At dinner 
we were a group of 15 with the pleasures 
of the boat and the excitement of the 
visits we were to make before us. There 
were flowers and wine in our rooms. 
The ship was absolutely first rate with 
Italian cuisine and charm and every 
amenity that you could desire. 

On Monday we experienced our first 
lecture given by Professor Buttrey 
which was on Greeks and Normans in 
southern Italy. We then realized as a 
group what a wonderful experience we 
were in for. Professor Buttrey does not 
lecture. He takes a different world and 
sets that world in front of you and 
makes it your world. We could have 
stayed in the room with him for hours, 
but we disembarked for Bari. Some 
guests toured the old city and some 
guests went to Alberobello to view the 
““Truli’’ dwellings with their conical 
roofs. We returned to the ship to find 
yet another guest, Professor Anastasios 
P. Tzamalis, President of the Hellenic 


Numismatic Society and curator of an 
important coin collection in Athens. He 
stayed with us until Mykonos and gave 
an interesting talk on Frankish Greece, 


Olympia 


Tuesday, October 3, found us sailing 
into the harbor at Katakolon to embark 
on a visit to Olympia, after hearing a 
lecture from Ted Buttrey on ancient 
Olympia and the Olympic games. We 
wandered through the ruins of ancient 
Olympia, saw the excavations (which 
were begun by the Germans in 1875 
and are still in progress) and the 
complex of monuments including the 
Temples of Zeus and Hera, the 
Gymnasium, and the Stadium. We 
visited the Museum where the statue of 
Hermes of Praxiteles awaited us. On 
each of our island visits we had a special 
professional guide to explain in detail 
what we were seeing and give us 
historical background. 

Wednesday we disembarked for 
Santorini at the early morning hour of 
8:00 a.m. At Akrotiri we visited the 
remains of the once flourishing Minoan 
city, destroyed by the serious 
earthquake of 1500 B.C. It is thought 
that this was the source of the mythical 
Atlantis and recent excavations have 
brought to light tombs, decorated with 
superb frescoes and a large quantity of 
objets d’art. The donkey ride (or cable 
car descent) allowed a breathtaking 
view of the area, the port, and the ship. 
We had a lecture on the boat in the 
afternoon about Santorini and 
Mykonos. Again the group was 
completely absorbed. That evening we 
wandered around Mykonos with its 
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white buildings, winding streets, and 
charming taverns. 


Rhodes 


Thursday October 5, the group spent 
a complete day at Rhodes. Some of the 
guests took the tour for Lindos to enjoy 
the medieval atmosphere, mosaic 
courtyards, typical white houses, and 
the Acropolis. There was time for 
swimming, shopping, lunch in Rhodes, 
a tour to the ancient part of the city 
along the Knights’ Way, and a visit to 
the castle. 

On Friday, we sailed into Kithera at 
9:00 a.m. Some of the guests stayed on 
board to enjoy ship life and some 
enjoyed the ruins of a castle offering a 
beautiful view of the whole island. 
Kithera is located opposite the 
southeastern Peloponnese coast, in the 
Mirti Sea. We had yet another 
interesting lecture by Professor Buttrey 
on the ancient Peloponnese. 


The Odyssey Home 


Saturday was spent at sea as we made 
our way back to Venice. We had 
absolutely perfect weather the entire 
week. It was as if we were sailing on 
glass. On this day we went with 
Professor Buttrey on a two and one half 
hour trip through Homer’s Odyssey 
from which no one wanted to return. 

The Costa Classica was superb in every

way. The amenities on board ship left 
nothing to be desired. Our lecture room 
was faultless. The comforts on the ship 
ranged from jogging tracks to seaweed 
wraps to dancing to musical reviews 
and, of course, round the clock superb 
food.

A farewell dinner took place in the 
evening and Monday October 9 found 
the guests moving homeward. There 
was time in the morning for a visit to 
a couple of coin dealers and again, 
Professor Buttrey performed one more 
service by leading the interested parties 
to the sort of shopping that meant a 
great deal to a person inflicted with the 
particular craze—love of coins and 
numismatic literature. Professor 
Theodore Buttrey has received our 
Endowment Medal as a small token of 
our appreciation.

ARAB-BYZANTINE 
FORUM 


The Forum on Arab-Byzantine 
Coins, co-sponsored by the ANS and 
the Oriental Numismatic Society, is 
occurring on Saturday, November 18, 
just as this Newsletter goes to press. 
Eleven participants have sent in 
preliminary forms, of whom five have 
offered presentations, while others will 
participate by showing material and 
discussion. 

Topics include two discussions of the 
archeological evidence for coinage in 
seventh-century Syria, an exemplary 
die study, a discussion of computer coin 
data storage, and an overview of the 
geographical distribution of coins. The 
session will cover the whole range of 
seventh-century eastern Mediterranean 
copper coinage, including Byzantine 
coinage and its imitations in Bilad al- 
Sham or Syria, and discussions on any 
associated topic are welcome. 

As a reminder, the ONS in England 
will hold its Seventh Century Syrian 
Numismatic Round Table at the 
Department of Coins and Medals in the 
British Museum from 10:05 A.M. on 
Saturday, December 9, 1995. There 
will be a charge of 2 pounds for 
expenses. British ANS members who 
wish to attend that meeting should write 
to Andrew Oddy, Department of 
Conservation, the British Museum, 
London WC1B 3DG.

Counterfeit Halfpence Get Some Respect at 1995 COAC 


The lowly counterfeit halfpenny, 
which in the past could complain 
‘‘Perhaps, to serve some views of state/I 
suffer scandal from the great’’ got 
belated respect at the 1995 Coinage of 
the Americas Conference. Dr. Philip 
Mossman has long emphasized that the 
counterfeit British and Irish halfpence 
were the commonest coins in circulation 
in the North American plantations and 
the early United States. Some of the 
implications of this view were analyzed 
at the 1995 COAC, ‘‘Money of the 
Confederation,’’ which in part drew on 
the discoveries of Philip Mossman’s 
own book. 

Mossman introduced the conference 
with an overview of the Colonial and 
Confederation period, recalling Ray 
Williamson’s trenchant remark that 
“Great Britain regarded her colonies 
the way a farmer regards his milk cow.”’ 
He reviewed the problems of paper 
money and the quest for a solution, and 
the partial solution of state coppers— 
which, however, led to even more 
problems, culminating in the Copper 
Panic of August 1789. 

Professor Charles W. Smith, of the 
University of Maine at Orono, used a 
number of methods to examine the 
counterfeit halfpence. Counterfeit 
halfpence are one of the most difficult 
numismatic series because there are so 
many different varieties, in particular 
countless 1775 counterfeits. Professor 
Smith also made a number of samplings 
of halfpence in both Britain and the 
United States and concluded that the 
occurrence of dates in U.S. collections 
of halfpence and in British collections 
of halfpence are actually quite different. 
To assemble his U.S. sample, he used 
collections at local historical societies 
and elsewhere, where he could trace 
three previous U.S. owners, plus finds 
from the archaeological record. To 
assemble his British sample, he visited 
every coin shop he could find in Oxford, 
Birmingham, and Sheffield, and nu- 
merous flea markets, and he bought 
halfpence unselectively. Thus he either 
bought all the George III halfpence 
offered in the shop, or he bought none. 
He did not select by grade or price. The 
result showed very different date 
patterns. 

John Kleeberg discussed a shipwreck, 
the Faithful Steward, which sank off 
Delaware on September 2, 1785, which

was loaded to the gunwales with 
counterfeit halfpence. Using halfpence 
from the Jules Reiver collection, 
Kleeberg pointed out that most of the 
halfpence on this ship seem to have been 
counterfeit and were being smuggled by 
a group of emigrants from Londonderry 
in Northern Ireland. He examined the 
possible sources of these halfpence and 
suggested that Ireland might have been 
an independent manufacturing center of 
counterfeits, as well as the United States 
and ‘‘Birmingham.”’ 

Eric Newman returned to the study 
of the Nova Constellatio coinage, 
something which he had first begun 
nearly 40 years before. He felt that the 
best evidence now available indicates 
that the coins should be called ‘‘Nova 
Constellatio,”’ not ‘‘Constellatio Nova’’ 
(which was the clever suggestion of the 
late Walter Breen). He re-examined the 
question of the merchant in New York 
who ordered the coppers, and he 
concluded that it was not Gouverneur 
Morris, as Bushnell had conjectured, 
but rather William Constable. 


After a break for lunch, the 
participants reconvened to hear John 
Lorenzo discuss the vexed question of 
the broken A letter punches associated 
with James Atlee. Lorenzo pointed out 
the new doubts about punch linkage 
which have emerged through the work 
of Peter Gaspar (on punch matrices) 
and Michael Hodder. He argued that 
numismatists of the present generation 
should no longer rely on punch linkages 
alone, but instead should make use of 
metrological evidence, overstrikes, and 
die links in connection with punch links. 

James H. Goudge, who has been a 
specialist and researcher in the 
Connecticut series for three decades, 
discussed some of the problems of the 
Connecticut coinage. He pointed out 
some diagnostics for the varieties 1785 
Miller 7.1 and 7.3. He discussed the 
various die states of the Muttonhead 
variety and concluded that there were 
actually four states of this variety, as 
opposed to Breen’s early, intermediate, 
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and late. He also discussed the Hercules 
head type and suggested that its 
distinctive large letter punches indicate 
that it could not have been made in the 
same mint as the other mailed bust left 
varieties, as Breen had thought. 

Richard G. Doty discussed Boulton’s 
proposal to issue a coinage of coppers 
for South Carolina. This would have 
been a huge order if it had come 
through, potentially the largest coinage 
order Boulton had received up to that 
time. Although the matter got as far as 
some sketches, it never progressed to the 
pattern stage. 

George Fuld discussed some of the 
Washington colonial tokens and 
circulating medalets, including some of 
the peculiar patterns, such as the 
‘Roman Head’’ which Walter Breen 
named ‘‘Hancock’s Revenge.’’ He 
showed a slide of what for many years 
was one of the few holed coins in the Red 
Book, namely the so-called ‘“‘New Jersey 
Washington.’ The holed example (the 
Garrett specimen) was finally replaced 
with a intact example from the 1994 
edition onward. 

Philip Mossman read the title and 
gave a general summary of Peter 
Smith’s contribution, ‘‘The Indepen- 
dent State of Vermont.’’ After that the 
participants enjoyed a reception and 
many went on to a very pleasant dinner 
at Keen’s Chop House, where most had 
the mutton chop. 

There were a number of important 
exhibits set up in association with the 
conference which will remain on view 
until January 20, 1996. Daniel Freidus 
exhibited Vermont coins from his 
personal collection. Mike Ringo 
exhibited from his extensive collection 
of counterfeit coins, including an Irish

counterfeit halfpenny with the date 
1969. Ringo commented, “‘I don’t 
think that counterfeit could have 
circulated very long.’’ Some rare pieces 
from the Groves collection are on 
display, namely the 1777 counterfeit 
Vlack 10-77A, of which only two exist; 
the George Clinton copper, of which 
eight exist; and the Vermont Ryder 34, 
of which only three exist. There are two 
exhibits from the ANS: an exhibition of 
U.S. made counterfeit halfpence, 
including some rare dates, such as 1784 
and 1786, and an exhibit of medals of 
the Confederation. The exhibit of 
counterfeits was put together by John 
Kleeberg and Elena Stolyarik and the 
exhibit of medals by Alan Stahl and 
Elena Stolyarik. 

Copies of Dr. Philip Mossman’s 
book, Money of the American Colonies: A 
Numismatic, Economic, and Historical 
Correlation, are still available from the 
ANS at $100 (plus $1.50 shipping and 
handling). The papers of this Coinage 
of the Americas Conference will appear 
next year as the eleventh COAC 
volume. The volume of the last Coinage 
of the Americas Conference, The Token: 
America’s Other Money is now available 
from the ANS, as are the volumes for 
COAGCs 2 through 9; the volume for the 
first COAC, in 1984, has now sold out. 
COACs 2 through 6 cost $15 each, 
COACs 7 through 10 cost $25, and 
shipping and handling costs are $1.50 
for the first book and $.50 for each 
additional book. 


Bullowa Memorial Lecture 


On Saturday, September 17, at 3:00 
P.M., the David M. Bullowa Memorial 
Lecture took place. The lecture, 
“Roman Wars, Greek Money: Silver 
Coinage in the Types of Aesillas the 
Quaestor,’’ was given by Professor 
Robert A. Bauslaugh of Emory 
University in Atlanta, Georgia. The 
lecture was of great interest and the 
question period following was lively as 
are all the Bullowa Lectures. 

This particular Saturday coincided 
with a New York City sponsored event, 
“New York Is Book Country,’’ and 
quite a number of people came to see 
our library which never fails to impress. 

After the lecture there was a reception 
at the ANS followed by a subscription 
dinner at Girafe on East 58th Street. 
There were 18 people attending the 
dinner, including Catherine Bullowa- 
Moore who sponsors the Bullowa 
Lecture each year and Professor 
Bauslaugh. 


Bullowa Memorial Conference 1996 


Beginning in 1996 the January 
meeting of the Society featuring talks by 
recent Graduate Seminar students will 
be designated as the David M. Bullowa 
Memorial Conference. With Mrs. 
Bullowa-Moore’s consent, the arrange- 
ment will take the place of the annual 
September Memorial Lecture. The 
1996 conference is scheduled for 
January 20 (see related story on p. 3). 





LIBRARY NOTES 


The recent sale of Armand Champa’s 
numismatic library by the auction firm 
of Bowers & Merena provided the 
opportunity to acquire rare and, in 
some cases, unique source materials 
seldom seen on the market. Primarily, 
through the generosity of the Harry 
Bass Foundation, but also with the 
support of Joseph Lasser, Allen 
Lovejoy, and David Hendin, the library 
has been able to participate in the 
Champa sales. In the public sales held 
thus far, the library acquired a fine 
selection of manuscripts, letters, auction 
catalogues, counterfeit detectors, and 
rare nineteenth century pamphlets, and 
monographs. 

Among the counterfeit detectors, we 
were able to add a fine selection to our 
already strong holdings, most of which 
came from the library of William H. 
Dillistin. It was Dillistin who wrote the 
definitive ANS monograph on the 
subject in 1949. At the first Champa 
sale, we acquired one of the earliest 
New York bank note reporters pub- 
lished by John Thompson. Entitled 
Thompson’s Bank Note Reporter, it is dated 
Sept. 16, 1843. In the catalogue of the 
Champa sale, it was described as “‘the 
earliest number seen.’’ Also acquired 
was Dye’s Book of Bank Note 
Plates...(1853), a work not mentioned in 
Dillistin’s monograph, which may attest 
to its rarity. It is an album of repro- 
ductions of counterfeit notes, both entire 
bills and selected vignettes. Hodges’ 
New Bank Note Safe-Guard... (1859), 
which we also acquired, gives the 
library its earliest edition of this work. 
Dillistin claims that the earliest edition 
of the Safe-Guard was pirated from 
another of John Dye’s publications, The 
Bank Note Plate Delineator... (1855). 

As Eric Newman points out in his 
recent article on ‘‘Heath’s Counterfeit 
Detectors,’’ the 1859 edition of Gear’s 
United States Bank Note Detecter at Sight..., 
with its use of the words “‘at sight’’ and 
““infallible,’” undoubtedly influenced 
Laban Heath in his choice of concepts 
and expressions. We have acquired a 
later version of Gear’s publication, The 
National Bank Note Detector at Sight... and 
have also acquired Foote’s Universal 

Counterfeit Detector at Sight..., which some 
claim also influenced Heath. As for the 
“‘detectors’’ published by Laban Heath, 
the library has acquired three pocket 
editions—a first, a tenth, and an

eleventh. They are a fine complement 
to our existing holdings, most of which 
come from the David M. Bullowa 
library. 

Though not a counterfeit detector of 
the type just discussed, our next 
acquisition is most often used for just 
that purpose. It is the extremely rare 
Register of Issues of Confederate States 
Treasury Notes..., by Raphael Prosper 
Thian. It includes lists of the serial 
numbers of most Confederate notes, 
along with the names of the two 
individuals who signed each note. 
Thian, who came to America from 
France in 1850, served briefly in the 
Union Army and, following the Civil 
War, worked as a civilian in the 
Adjutant General’s Office. It was 
during the period 1867 to 1881 that 
Thian sifted through the records of the 
Confederate Treasury Department 
which were stored in the Rebel Archives 
Bureau in Washington. Thian had 
planned to produce a multi-volume 
work on Confederate currency but it 
never came to be. However, the Register 
was published and survives in only five 
copies, of which we now have one. 

Among the unique items acquired in 
the Champa sales, was the ‘‘Personal 


(Director of Royal Decorations and 
Coins Division), Sanan Kemnoo (Royal 
Thai Mint), Srirat Wattanulumleard, 
Songwit Nipasuwan (Royal Thai 
Consulate General), and Suchada 
Kanechorn (Deputy Counsul General). 
The group was delighted to see their 
books in our library and equally pleased 
to see the exceptional collection of coins 
and medals in our vaults. Similar study 
visits will be conducted regularly by the 
NYC Commission for the UN. 





Diary’’ of Joseph J. Mickley, who 
figures prominently among this 
country’s nineteenth century coin 
collectors. Mickley was involved in 
trades with the United States Mint and 
purchased old dies from the Mint from 
which he prepared restrikes. He was 
also first president of the Numismatic 
and Antiquarian Society of Philadel- 
phia. The “‘Diary,’’ which covers the 
period 1866 to 1869, provides an 
excellent record of Mickley’s 
numismatic activities. We have also 
added to the collection an invaluable 
source for the early history of the San 
Francisco Mint. It is the ‘‘Journal of 
Disbursements’’ for the years 1888 to 
1893, and records disbursements for all 
departments, including general, me- 
chanical, assay, coiners, melters, and 
refiners. 

It has been suggested that David 
Proskey was perhaps one of the most 
accomplished numismatists of his time. 
He was in the coin trade from 1873 until 
his death in 1928 and among the 
collections which he catalogued and sold 
was the confederate currency of 
Raphael Thian, mentioned above. He 
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also edited most of the volumes of the 
‘Coin Collector’s Journal.’’ While he 
did not write very much in his own 
name, we have been able to acquire a 
manuscript which he penned on the 
varieties of United States gold eagles 
and half eagles. In it he describes 17 
eagles of 1795-99 and 54 half eagles of 
1795-1836. 

An acquisition which _ will 
complement the library’s fine holdings 
of Chapman auction catalogues and 
related materials is the confidential 
“black list’? of the renowned 
Philadelphia dealer, Henry Chapman. 
Arranged alphabetically on 72 ledger 
sheets are the names of those who 
Chapman refers to as the “‘List of Men 
Reported Bad’’ covering the period 
1904-19. We have also acquired 
catalogues of the first two coin sales held 
in Canada, both of which were con- 
ducted by John J. Arnton. The first, 
November 2, 1865, was the sale of the 
large Rattray collection of mainly 
Roman bronze coins. The second, 
February 23, 1866, was of the Adelard 
Boucher collection.

Uptown Treasures 


The third annual ‘‘Uptown 
Treasures: A Day of Special Events’’ 
took place in Washington Heights on 
Sunday, October 29. It was co-hosted 
by eight uptown cultural institutions— 
the ANS, the American Academy of 
Arts and Letters, Arts Interaction, the 
Cloisters, the Dyckman Farmhouse 
Museum, the Hispanic Society of 
America, Morris-Jumel Mansion, and 
the Yeshiva University Museum. 
Audubon Terrace was very crowded all 
afternoon, and nearly 250 people 
entered the ANS to see and participate 
in coin striking as demonstrated by 
Connie Wiesman and talk with 
volunteer Henry Bergos about the joys 
and pitfalls of collecting coins. 

Many different activities took place 
at the participating institutions and in 
their neighborhoods. One new activity 
this year was a tour led by New York 


City Urban Rangers through a Revo- 
lutionary War British military camp, 
eighteenth century Indian shelters, and 
the natural wonders of Inwood Hill 
Park. Another new activitythat day was 
a walking tour of lower Washington 
Heights in the Audubon Terrace 
neighborhood, focusing on the history 
and architecture of the area. 

Special activities went on at each 
institution. For example, at Dyckman 
House there was a demonstration of 
colonial crafts and a ‘‘bake and eat’’ 
Oley Coeks (Dutch ancestor of the 
modern doughnut).

Bates to Teach at UCLA 


In the winter quarter of 1996, 
Michael Bates, ANS Curator of Islamic 
Coins, will be Visiting Assistant 
Professor in the Department of History 
of the University of California at Los 
Angeles. He will offer a course on 
““Money Before Machinery: The Pre- 
Industrial Monetary System.’’ The 
course will last ten weeks, from January 
9 until March 14. 

The course will describe the operation 
of the monetary system in the pre- 
industrial age, taking the position that 
currency was produced and functioned 
in essentially the same way in all 
cultures before the nineteenth century, 
despite variation in detail. As a result, 
we can use evidence from one 
civilization to suggest possibilities for 
others. The discussion will use textual, 
anecdotal, and documentary evidence 
for the functioning of the system, 
drawing on Greek, Roman, Arabic, 
Byzantine, and medieval Latin sources, 
as well as parallels from the modern 
economy. The emphasis will be on 
concrete specificity, not theory, on real 
people doing real things. It will be 
argued that similarities in the operation 
of the system in different cultures are 
not coincidental, nor merely the result 
of historical influences, but represent 
the most efficient responses to practical 
material constraints. 

The subject will be treated in topical 
order. After considering mines and their 
economic organization, the course will 
look at how bullion and other raw 
materials arrived at the mint: who 
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BOSTON CONFERENCE 


The ANS joined with the Society 
Historia Numorum of Boston to present 
a second annual co-sponsored program 
on September 8 and 9.

David Smart, ‘‘A Visual Trick from 
Mytilene: Superimposed Ladies on 
Electrum Hektae.’’ 
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David Smart, Arthur A. Houghton, Emilio N. Favorito 
at Boston conference session 
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On Saturday, Richard Wing, 
President of the Society Historia 
Numorum gave the opening remarks 
and the speakers were Anthony F. 
Milavic, ““The Wrestler Type Coin’’; 
Kerry Wetterstrom, ‘‘Interesting Side- 
lights of Roman Alexandria’’; Dr. 
Ursula Kampmann, ‘‘Pergamum, 
Ephesus, and Smyrna: The Rivalries 
under Roman Rule’’; and Asher 
Keshet, ‘“‘The Unrecorded War of 
Domitian: A Study in Countermarks.”’ 

ANS member, Thomas J. Mac 
Donough, presented the ANS with a 
program he had prepared, ‘““The 
Twelve Caesars: A Teaching Lesson.’’ 
This program, complete with slides, was 
presented to the ANS to be used as an 
educational tool. Mr. Wing commented 
on this important program and urged 
the audience of over 60 registrants to 
constantly think of educating the young 
in the study of numismatics. 





brought it there and how it was 
transported. The operation of the mint 
itself will be the subject of several 
sessions, studying the terms on which 
bullion and other materials were 
accepted by mints, who set policy for 
mints and supervised their work, who 
worked in mints, how much minting 
cost, and how the coins were distributed 
once struck. The relative importance of 
private and public minting will be a 
topic of interest. The last weeks will 
consider coins in circulation, including 
the measurement of payments by count 
or weight, the use of purses and other 
means of dealing with large sums, the 
role of ingots as currency, the 
production and circulation of copper 
coins, and the use of coin substitutes 
such as checks and payment orders. 
Hoarding as a phenomenon will also be 


considered, arriving at the return of 
coins into the ground from which the 
metal came. One point of interest 
throughout will be pre-industrial 
monetary theory: how did the ancients 
understand the function of money? 

While at UCLA, Bates will preside 
over a seminar on Islamic coin 
collecting, jointly sponsored by the 
Gustave E. von Grunebaum Center for 
Near Eastern Studies and the ANS, on 
February 10. 

Bates’s teaching is supported by 
Department of Education funding from, 
the von Grunebaum Center, where he 
will be a Center Fellow. He expects to 
be absent from the ANS from the end 
of December until almost the end of 
March, taking the extra time to drive 
to Los Angeles via New Orleans and 
return via San Francisco and Denver. 


ANS/UCLA Workshop 


‘‘Collecting Islamic Coins’’ will be 
the subject of a workshop on February 
10, 1996, on the campus of the 
University of California at Los Angeles. 
The workshop, co-sponsored by 
UCLA’s Gustave E. von Grunebaum 
Center for Near Eastern Studies and the 
ANS, will be directed by Michael L. 
Bates during his term as Visiting 
Assistant Professor in the Winter 1996 
term. It will be open to the public. 

To get the most out of collecting 
Islamic coins, it helps to have a few 
books, some contacts to show the way, 
the names of a few good dealers, and 
membership in the right organizations. 
Dr. Bates, with the help of some 
southern California collectors and 
dealers, will introduce workshop 
participants to the rewards of the field, 
and show how anyone, for a few dollars, 
can hold Near Eastern history in the 
palm of their hand. 

The workshop will present a brief 
survey of the origin and development of 
Islamic coins, with special attention to 
popular series, and show some of the 
resources available. Other members of 
the workshop will add to the discussion 
with notes on regional activities. 

The two-hour session will take place 
in the NEC Library Center, 10383 
Bunche Hall, on the UCLA campus, at 
1:00 P.M. on Saturday, February 10, 
1996. There is a $20 fee to cover 
expenses and refreshments.

The Graduate Fellowship 


Each year the Society awards a 
fellowship in support of doctoral dis- 
sertation work employing numismatic 
evidence.

Fellowship in Roman Studies 


Through the gift of a generous 
benefactor, the Society is able to award 
a fellowship of up to $5,000 to promote 
the use of its collections and library in 
connection with studies of the Roman 
world.

MICHAEL JOHN ILON 
DRUCK (1961-1995) 


Michael Druck was born in New 
York City on 21 June 1961, the son of 
Harry Druck, a furniture wholesaler 
and retailer, and Barbara Druck, who 
works in the computer lab at John F. 
Kennedy High School in the Bronx. He 
died on August 17, 1995, from 
pneumonia, after his immune system 
had been destroyed by the AIDS virus. 
A hemophiliac, he was infected with the 
AIDS virus from contaminated clotting 
factor some time in the early 80s. He 
was a Fellow of the American Numis- 
matic Society and of the Royal Numis- 
matic Society, and he won the latter 
Society’s F. Parkes Weber essay prize 
in 1982, for an essay about Pistrucci’s 
Waterloo medal. Margo Russell, editor 
of Coin World, accepted numerous 
articles from him for publication. If he 
did not write more, it was because he 
was a left-hander with atrocious 
handwriting. I used to say that he must 
have been the die sinker for the Willow 
Tree coinage. 

Michael attended the Bronx High 
School of Science and had the quick 
mind and the ready wit which is the 
result of an education in the New York 
City specialized public high schools. He 
was one of the first male graduates of 
Sarah Lawrence College where he got 
his B.A. Michael had great intellectual 
curiosity. When he came up to see me 
on Saturdays at the Society, I could 
never predict what book he would 
choose for his weekend reading—it 
might be philosophy or psychology, 
medicine, literature or art, history or 
law. 

Michael first took a job at Manfra, 
Tordella & Brooks. After a period there, 
he and Mitch Battino set up their own 
business, Hudson Numismatics. At the 
urging of Henry Grunthal, the Stacks 
hired Michael and Mitch, and the 
relationship proved to be very good for 
all parties. After Michael’s death the 
Stacks described him as ‘‘a breath of 
fresh air for numismatics,’’ and 
Michael was fiercely loyal to the Stacks 
and protective of their reputation. 

Michael’s specialty was world gold, 
and he had a commercial sense for this 
which few can equal. His collecting 
interests were generally British coins, 
tokens, and medals. Michael took pride 
in his status as a medal collector, saying 
that medal collectors were a breed apart 


because they do not collect to fill slots. 
On the other hand he collected most 
enthusiastically two medal series where 
the collector can gauge completeness, 
ANS medals and the medals of the New 
York Numismatic Club. “‘I need only 
two more ANS medals to complete my 
set,’’ he told me once, indicating that 
he could look upon medals from the 
standpoint of pattern completion as 
much as any coin collector. But the 
series which would make him abandon 
all commercial calculation and put in 
crazy bids was the coins of the 
Commonwealth (1649-1660). Michael 
used to observe to collectors who 
criticized dealers, ‘‘Every collector is 
also a dealer.’’ That is true, but he 
never drew the further conclusion, 
“Every dealer is also a collector’’ (albeit 
sometimes involuntarily). When it came 
to coins of the Commonwealth, Michael 
could be (in Raymond Chandler’s 
expression) ‘‘a sucker for his own 
racket.” 

In 1989, Henry Grunthal approached 
Michael with the proposal that he 
become Secretary-Treasurer of the New 
York Numismatic Club, the first stage 
of a six year cursus honorum which leads 
to the presidency. Michael served the 
club with every last fiber of his being. 
His health held up well for most of the 
time, but in July 1994 the illness made 
him so tired that he had to lie down 
during the meeting. The last meeting he 
attended was the December 1994 Club 
holiday party. Only sheer will kept him 
there. Thanks to George Cuhaj and 
Robert Sacks, we were able to strike his 
presidential medal and present it to him 
in March 1995. It is a very handsome 
piece, the sculptor, Eugene Daub, 
having produced a superb portrait. 

Michael by no means resigned him- 
self to what he called his ‘‘condition.”’ 
He was an active participant in 
litigation on behalf of hemophiliacs, and 
was the leading hemophiliac Aids 
activist in Act-Up (the Aids Coalition 
to Unleash Power). 

Michael was very glib, so glib that at 
times we called him ‘‘Gabby.’’ At one 
point he described a competitor’s 
system as “‘Rip ’em, dip ’em, flip ’em 
and ship ’em.’’ He was a great gossip, 
almost a European causeur, but his 
greatest genius was for friendship. He 
made friends easily and readily. 

Michael was not a saint. This is 
brought home to me as I write this, 
when I think of some direct quotes, and 
I realize how many of his best direct 


John D. Leggett, Jr. 
ANS Councillor 


John D. Leggett, Jr., a member of 
the Society’s Council since 1971, died 
August 27, 1995. He was 89. 

Named in 1992 as an Honorary 
Member for Life of the ANS, Mr. 
Leggett first joined the ANS in 1940 
and in 1962 was elected a Fellow, 
becoming a Life Fellow in 1992. As an 
ANS Councillor, he served the Society 
in a variety of capacities, including 
membership on the Executive Commit- 
tee and the Finance Committee since 
1972. Mr. Leggett was Treasurer of the 
Society during the period 1975-1990 
and actively participated in the annual 
audit review of the Society’s books and 
records, bringing to this responsibility 
the experience gained during his long 
career as a partner in a major New York 
law firm and later as President of the 
Church & Dwight Company, a chem- 
ical and home products manufacturer. 

Mr. Leggett, a serious student of 
ancient Greek coinage, specialized in 
the coinage of Greek Sicily, and his 
collection in this area is exceptional. His 
numismatic interests were reflected in 
the fact that he had served as Chairman 
of the Society’s Standing Committee on 
Greek Coinage from 1976 until his 
death. A generous supporter of all

quotes are unprintable. But he certainly 
was a wonderful human being. He did 
much good by stealth. He was very 
generous with what he knew: ‘‘When 
I embarked on a career as a professional 
numismatist, it was Michael who helped 
me get started’’; ‘‘I don’t always know 
modern prices, and whenever I had a 
problem with an appraisal, I called 
Michael and he would help me out.”’ 
Those quotes come from people who 
cover all generations of numismatics. I 
have very fond memories of when 
Michael taught me how to price and 
name an auction catalogue during the 
Metropolitan New York Convention. 
After the auction we walked across the 
island to Sloppy Louie’s for dinner. 
Michael had a sprained ankle and kept 
on complaining how distant the restau- 
rant was.

PRICE MEMORIAL 


A memorial service and symposium 
were held in London October 27 and 28 
in memory of Martin Price, formerly 
Deputy Keeper at the British Museum 
and for a short time Director of the 
British School at Athens. Price, who 
was best known as the author of The 
Coinage of Alexander the Great and Philip 
Arrhidaeus, had also collaborated with 
the late Nancy Waggoner of the ANS 
on the publication of the Asyut hoard 
and served as Visiting Scholar at the 
1974 Graduate Seminar. He died in 
April at the age of 54 (his obituary 
appeared in the Summer Newsletter). 

Carmen Arnold-Biucchi, Margaret 
Thompson Curator of Greek Coins, 
and William E. Metcalf, Chief Curator, 
attended the event. On Friday evening 
a memorial service drew over 300 
friends and associates to St. George’s 
Church in Bloomsbury, where Andrew 
Burnett, Keeper of Coins at the British 
Museum, and Georges Le Rider, 
Professor at the Collége de France, 
delivered eulogies. The following day a 
symposium at the University of London 
included reminiscences by Charles 
Hersh of Mineola, NY, and Mando 
Oeconomides of Athens, as well as 
papers by Christof Boehringer of 
Gottingen, Ya’akov Meshorer of 
Jerusalem, Burnett, Le Rider, and 
Metcalf. Metcalf’s paper ‘“The ‘Lost 
Year’ Revisited,’ took up a theme 
explored by Price in a 1973 paper in the 
Numismatic Chronicle.
